A Shanghai ‘volunteer writes from 
France on’ October. 3rd:-— 


“ You will probibly ‘be glad to hear I 
have got through the great battle of tha 
last. woek without a seretch. Our divi- 
sion (47th) etarted tho -ball rolling on 
Baturday, Soy ber 25th, and after’ a 
week inv tha Tront line we have been 
brought back about ten’ miles to “ rest,’’ 
and well we needed it. We are now in 
comfortable billets. getting over the most 
‘strenuous week I’ve ever had in my life, 


_/ About a. couple ‘of. weeks before tha 
reat baitle I was.tramsferred to the. 
rigade machine-gun battery—exactly tha 

same ag the Maxim Co.; 8.V.C., and we 

had the saine kind of guns as wo had out 
there. For a,couplo of weeky we were 
busy making ‘new ‘ dug-outs ! (which wo 
found very useful afterwards), special

came on to our trench,’ag they could not 
see for smoke and were firing high.
